Report: Films 
still smokin’

The number of US. movies showing people smoking 
has declined since 2005, but cigarettes still are featured 
in far too many films and could be influencing young 
people to take up the habit, according to a report re- 
leased Thursday. 

The report’s authors recommended that movie rat- 
ings also consider whether the film depicts smoking 
and suggested strong advertisements about the dan- 
gers of smoking precede movies that show tobacco use. 

“The results of this analysis indicate that the num- 
ber of tobacco incidents peaked in 2005, then declined 
by approximately half through 2009, representing the 
first time a decline of that duration and magnitude has 
been observed,” the team at the U.S. Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, the University of Califor- 
nia San Francisco and elsewhere wrote. 

“However, nearly half of popular movies still con- 
tained tobacco imagery in 2009, including 54 percent 
of those rated PG-13, and the number of incidents re- 
mained higher in 2009 than in 1998,” they added in the 
CDC’s weekly report on death and illness. 

Two members of the U.S. House of Representatives, 
Democrat Edward Markey and Republican Joseph 
Pitts, who both serve on the Energy and Commerce 
Committee, wrote the Motion Picture Association of 
America encouraging the industry to adopt stronger 
anti-smoking measures. 

“Exposure to onscreen smoking in movies increases 
the probability that youths will start smoking. Youths 
who are heavily exposed to onscreen smoking are ap- 
proximately two to three times more likely to begin 
smoking than youths who are lightly exposed,” the 
CDC report reads. 

The researchers counted each time tobacco use was 
shown in the biggest-grossing films of 1991 to 2009. 

“This analysis shows that the number of tobacco in- 
cidents increased steadily after the 1998 Master Settle- 
ment Agreement between the state attorneys general 
and the major cigarette companies, in which the com- 
panies agreed to end brand placement,” they wrote. 

They said the MPAA had done little to make chang- 
es but noted some studios had made voluntary changes 
and said Viacom was the first company whose movies 
rated for youth showed no use of tobacco in 2009.

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THE FORBIDDEN TRAIL 


Dilapidated railway soon n could become park high above city’s streets

The entrance to the old Bloom- 
ingdale railroad line rests behind 
fences, locks and bolts on an 
embankment just northwest of 
downtown. Railway police patrol 
its 2.65-mile stretch, hunting for interlopers. 
Signs warn would-be trespassers—some 
perhaps wooed by summer weather—that by 
clambering onto the roughly 18-foot-high dirt 
and rock elevated line, they’re breaking the law. 
They’re also risking a fine from $100 to $500.

“Our view is that it’s still a rail- 
road right of way and we’re try- 
ing to keep people off of it,” says 
Jeff Johnson, a spokesman for 
Canadian Pacific Railway, which 
owns the land. “It’s still private 
property.” 

But the risk of punishment doesn’t keep 
everyone away, a tale told by the used tooth- 
brushes and empty beer bottles abandoned by 
those hanging out or living along the former 
railroad line that runs along Bloomingdale Av- 
enue from Ashland Avenue to Ridgeway Av-

enue. The storied stretch of land runs through 
Logan Square, Humboldt Park, Bucktown 
and Wicker Park. 

One day, the city hopes to throw open the 
locked gates to joggers, bicyclists and anyone 
else who wants to use what will be called the 
Bloomingdale ‘Trail. The city of Chicago is 
working on a long-term plan to create a park 
out of the railway line, last used earlier this 
decade. In 2004, the proposal gained traction 
when it was included on the Logan Square 
Open Space Plan. 

But now, only the overgrown track and the 


rail cars at the far end of the line testify to the 
decades’ worth of materials and people who 
have traveled the Bloomingdale Line, first 
built at the end of the 1800s. 

“Right now it’s sort of a no-man’s land,” says 
Beth White, director of the Chicago-area of- 
fice of conservation group The Trust for Public 
Land. But advocates imagine lighting, a bike 
trail and other improvements that will make 
the property an asset. “It’s going to be cool.” 

In the meantime, the old line represents a 
forbidden piece of Chicago history. Canadian 
Pacific granted RedEye rare access to travel 
the rails, and this is what we saw.

The park planned for Chicago's 
old Bloomingdale railway 

line, a project called “The 
Bloomingdale Trail,” remains in 
its infancy. But in 2007, the city 
applied for and received 

$3.3 million in federal funding 
for the first phase of the design 
project. 

And conservation groups 
such as the Friends of the 
Bloomingdale Trail and the 
Trust for Public Land are rais- 
ing money to help pay for an 
extensive project that could be 
completed by 2013. Just when it 
will be finished and what it will 
cost remain unclear, according 
to the city. 

“It really is a complex 
project,” said Brian Steele, 
spokesman for the Chicago 
Department of Transportation. 
“We've never done anything 
like it in the city of Chicago.” 

The former railway repre- 
sents a unique stretch of land, 
one sandwiched in the middle 
of the city but above the hub- 
bub of traffic and street cross- 
ings. That leads some advo- 
cates to believe it can be used 
in special ways. They envision 
it serving as safe routes for kids 
to walk to school, or as a bike 
path with miles of unimpeded 
travel and unparalleled views. 

The city listed the proposed 
trail project on its Logan Square 
Open Space Plan six years ago, 
but says the idea was spawned 
at least a decade ago. 

Chicago's Department of 
Transportation said the city 
recently chose the firm that will 
handle the design stage of the 
process. ARUP North America 
will create a proposal for what 
the Bloomingdale Line might 
look like in its new incarnation. 
That project almost certainly 
will include a bike path, rail- 
ings and new lighting, accord- 
ing to advocates, as well as 
improvements to parks that 
sit at entrances onto what will 
become the trail. The cost, ac- 
cording to a 2007 city applica- 
tion for federal funding, could 
be roughly $41 million for the 
entire overhaul.

Bidders come out 
for shot to own a piece 
of Blagojevich history

A small neon sign that read “Governor Blago- 
jevich” was one of the first things to go Thurs- 
day as an Arlington Heights storage facility 
auctioned off belongings of Rod Blagojevich. 
Price for the former governor’s sign? $375. 

Later, a replica of the state seal went for 
$145. A box of plaques: $225 to bidder 157. 

J.R. Bramlett bought a container for about 
$1,000 because he said it housed Elvis memo- 
rabilia, including what he believes is an Elvis 
autograph. 

He was among more than 100 people 
crowded in the parking lot of Boyer-Rosene 
Moving and Storage for the auction, which 
was being held because the company says 
it has not received a monthly payment in 
more than a year from Blagojevich, a known 
Elvis fan. The outstanding bill is more than 
$100,000, not including interest. 

Appropriately, an Elvis impersonator 
opened the event singing “Blue Suede Shoes” 
and “Johnny B. Goode,” as prospective buyers 
fanned themselves with their bidding paddles. 

Bidding went slowly in unrelenting heat, 
with boxes going for $40 or $50 apiece. 

Participants didn’t always know what they 
were bidding on. Some boxes include law files 
and videotapes. One had a plaque awarded to 
the governor for political leadership. Another 
contained the governor’s weekly planner, ac- 
cording to the auctioneer.

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6 hurt in brawl at Skokie wedding

Six people were injured in a fight that broke 
out at a wedding reception at a Skokie res- 
taurant and banquet hall overnight, officials 
said. 

Police were called about 1 a.m. Thursday to 
what was described as a “domestic” situation 
at Zhivago’s Restaurant and Banquet, 9925 
Gross Point Road, in the north suburb. The 


manager of the restaurant said the fight hap- 
pened earlier, about 11:45 p.m. 

One person was cut by a beer bottle, and 
five others were injured either by fists or 
bottles, said Skokie Police Officer Joe Marzi- 
gliano. 

An earlier report quoted a fire official as 
saying two people had been stabbed. 

Although police said about 30 people were 


on hand when an argument and the ensuing 
fight broke out, the general manager of the 
restaurant, Oleg Biloshkurskiy, said about 60 
people were on hand at the family wedding 
when he realized that the fight was going on 
outside the banquet hall. 

About seven or eight people were involved 
in the fight, with the most heated confronta- 
tion going on between two people whom Bi- 


loshkurskiy said apparently were cousins. Bi- 
loshkurskiy said he saw people bleeding from 
facial cuts. 

There were no arrests at press time, and no 
one had filed a complaint, Marzigliano said. 
Police were continuing their investigation. 

All six injured were transported to two area 
hospitals. The injuries were not believed to be 
serious. 


River cleanup debate rages

In virtually every other city in the nation, it would be illegal to 
pump out partially treated sewage teeming with the amount of 
disease-causing bacteria that churns endlessly into the Chicago 
River. 

That soon may change. But as a state rulemaking panel moves 
closer to requiring Chicago’s fetid waterways to be more like oth- 
er rivers, a simmering dispute among scientists and policymakers 
is becoming more intense. 

Earlier this month, the Illinois Pollution Control Board tenta- 
tively agreed to designate stretches of the river system as suitable 
for “limited contact recreation,” a legal term for activities other 
than swimming. Now the obscure but influential panel must de- 
cide if anything needs to be done to protect people when they are 
on the river. 

Most experts think the ruling will force the Metropolitan Water 
Reclamation District of Greater Chicago to disinfect wastewater 


from its three massive treatment plants—an important germ-kill- 
ing step that every other major US. city is required to take. 

“We're not living in a Third World country here,” said Marylynn 
Yates, a microbiologist hired by environmental groups pushing to 
improve the river. “The bottom line is we know they are putting 
pathogens in the water, and we know that getting them out of the 
water will protect public health.” 

Sewer district officials remain fiercely opposed. They have 
spent more than $13 million during the past five years fighting the 
tougher water quality standards proposed by the Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, which would need the Pollution Con- 
trol Board to sign off before enforcing the new river rules. 

People who have been pushing for years to improve the river 
have a new ally in the Obama administration, which has allowed 
officials at the U.S. EPA’s regional office in Chicago to speak and 
write forcefully about the waterways. Federal officials mostly were 
silent observers during the Bush administration. 


Group files lawsuit 
to record police

The American Civil Liberties Union of Illinois 
filed a federal lawsuit Thursday against Cook 
County State’s Attorney Anita Alvarez, chal- 
lenging the Illinois Eavesdropping Act, which 
criminalizes the recording of public conversa- 
tions with police, according to a complaint filed 
in federal court in Chicago. 

The recordings in this case were created with- 
out the consent of the officer and occurred in 
public places when officers were performing 
public duties, according to the complaint. 

The ACLU wants to end prosecution for re- 
cording public conversations with police because 
the organization believes it is a violation of the 
First Amendment, according to the complaint. 

According to the ACLU, the law has been used 
to thwart people who want to monitor police.

Clemens ; 
indicted 


Roger Clemens was indicted Thursday 
by a federal grand jury for making false 
statements to Congress about using 
performance-enhancing drugs. 

Clemens was charged with one count 
of obstruction of Congress, three 
counts of making false statements and 
two counts of perjury. According to The 
New York Times, the U.S. Attorney’s of- 
fice said Clemens likely would face 15 to 
21 months in prison with a conviction. 

In February 2008, Clemens testified 
before the House Committee on Over- 
sight that he never took performance- 
enhancing drugs. However, Brian Mc- 
Namee, Clemens’ ex-trainer, testified 
to the contrary and has said repeat- 
edly that he injected the seven-time Cy 
Young Award winner with steroids and 
human growth hormone from 1998- 
2001. 

The hearings came several months 
after the release of the Mitchell Report, 
in which McNamee claimed he injected 
Clemens with steroids and HGH. 

The 48-year-old Clemens, who has 
been out of baseball since 2007, has 
said the only thing McNamee ever in- 
jected into him was a painkiller called 
lidocaine and vitamin B-12.

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‘Switch’ star Aniston 
courts controversy 
with her take on 
single motherhood

In your traditional Hollywood romantic 
comedy, the woman usually has a simple goal: 
Find Mr. Right, get married and start a family. 
Ahhh, but how times have changed. 

In Jennifer Aniston’s new comedy “The 
Switch,” which opens Friday, her character, 
Kassie, has set her sights somewhat lower. 
The single, 40-something New Yorker de- 
cides that if she can’t find Mr. Right, she can 
at least find Mr. Perfect Sperm Donor and 
have the baby she’s always wanted—quickly, 
efficiently and without a man in her life. 

Single motherhood, and the biological 
drive to reproduce, are the issues that attract- 
ed Aniston to the project. 

“Women are realizing it, more and more 
knowing, that they don’t have to settle with a 
man just to have that child,” Aniston told re- 
porters in L.A. while promoting the film. 

“Times have changed and that is also what 
is amazing ... we do have so many options 
these days, as opposed to our parents’ days 
when you can’t have children because you 
have waited too long,” she said. 

Those comments landed Aniston in a 
small war of words last week with conserva- 
tive Fox TV news commentator Bill O’Reilly. 
On his “The O’Reilly Factor,” the self-styled 
traditionalist said Aniston’s message was the 
equivalent of saying kids don’t need dads and 
added “that’s destructive to our society.” 

In a subsequent People magazine interview, 
Aniston countered that “of course,” the ideal 
scenario for parenting is obviously two parents 
of a mature age, “but for those who've not yet 
found their Bill O’Reilly, I’m just glad science 
has provided a few other options.” 

Aside from their back-and-forth, and as 
happens in the movie, the question of alterna- 
tive means of birth and raising kids can grow 
complicated as much as it does in traditional 
child rearing and families. 

In the case of “The Switch,” Kassie’s neu- 
rotic best friend Wally Jason Bateman), who 
always has had a crush on her, gets drunk at 
her “insemination party” and switches fluids 
with the preferred donor, before passing out. 
‘To make matters worse, Wally has no memory 
of his actions. 

Seven years later, after she had moved

home to Minnesota to raise her child, Kassie 
returns to New York with son Sebastian in 
tow, a bright but neurotic kid who alarmingly 
reminds Wally of himself. Soon, Wally and 
Sebastian are bonding and laying the founda- 
tions for some sort of family unit. 

While Wally’s drunken sperm-switching 
powers the film’s comedy, Aniston said “The 
Switch” also raises serious questions about 
the nature of families, and the star was quick 
to stress that single parenthood no longer is 
the taboo it once was.

The star’s personal life continues to be the 
subject of intense media scrutiny since her 
highly publicized divorce from Brad Pitt, and 
predictably she was asked about her own de- 
sire to become a mother. 

Aniston, now 41 and single, didn’t avoid the 
question and gave what one might call her 
traditional answer: “Yeah, I have said it years 
before and I still say it today, yes.”

A chick flick that’s 
really about guys

It looks like a chick flick and stars chick-flick 
staple Jennifer Aniston, but the little secret of 
“The Switch” is that it’s actually about men. 
And not necessarily the Y-chromosome set at 
its finest. 

It’s about guys who can’t be honest with 
themselves or the people around them—men 
whose maturity levels are shown up by a child. 

“Jen’s character is obviously an important 
part of the movie,” said Josh Gordon, who di- 
rected the film with Will Speck. “But the moy- 
ie really is about the journey of a guy who’s not 
fully evolved or particularly well-balanced.” 

“The Switch” tells the tale of Kassie (Anis- 
ton), who, in choosing a sperm donor, over- 
looks her good but neurotic friend Wally 
(Jason Bateman) in favor of Roland (Patrick 
Wilson), an alpha male with a million-dollar 
smile. 

Already feeling inadequate, Wally, while 
blackout drunk at Kassie’s “pregnancy party,” 
switches Roland’s sperm with his own, leav- 
ing Kassie to unknowingly impregnate herself 
with Wally’s seed. When she shows up seven 
years later with her preternaturally anxious son 
Sebastian (Thomas Robinson), Wally begins to 
develop a relationship with the boy while be- 
ing less than forthcoming with Kassie. 

“Tf Wally was any smarter, he wouldn't have 
made the switch in the first place,” Bateman 
said of his character. “But once he did, he 
needs to find a way to handle this new infor- 
mation.” 

Although it’s being marketed as a romantic

comedy, the movie’s heart beats to a more se- 
rious rhythm. “The Switch” depicts a success- 
ful but lonely man in his late 30s. In so doing, 
it touches a third rail that few mainstream 
comedies get close to: the subject of male 
anxieties about singlehood and childlessness. 

Bateman’s Wally is a successful Wall Street 
analyst, but it hardly stops him from emotion- 
al cowardice or endless anxiety. 

“In the last 20 years, Hollywood movies 
have become so engineered for likability. In- 
consistencies or unlikable qualities are geneti- 
cally bred out of characters,” Gordon said. 
“Wally remains damaged to the end.” 

“The Switch” does, of course, make some 
hay of Aniston’s pregnancy, which prompted 
the actress to note that “women are realizing 
it more and more, knowing that they don’t 
have to settle with a man just to have that 
child”—and Fox News host Bill O’Reilly to 
fire back that she is “throwing a message out 
to 12-year-olds and 13-year-olds that, hey, you 
don’t need a guy, you don’t need a dad.” 

But the filmmakers say that much of this 
debate misses the point. 

“Tt’s ironic what Bill O’Reilly is saying about 
the dad not getting enough credit,” Gordon 
said. “Ifyou see this movie, you leave with this 
appreciation of how difficult it is for men to 
step up.” 

Added Speck, “A lot of the conversation 
now is surrounding single motherhood and in- 
semination. But the truth is, a huge part of the 
movie is coming to terms with the emotions 
that surround being a man who’s overlooked.”

Ice Cube’s touch

Ice Cube, pioneer rapper, movie mogul and 
TV powerhouse, is the winner of the enter- 
tainment trifecta. 

He doesn’t play the numbers, he grosses 
them. The 22 films he’s starred in and/or pro-

“If it’s too good to be true, then it’s not 
true—that’s what I try to instill in my kids.” 
He has four, with Kimberly 

Woodruff, his wife of 


18 years. 

This is true: It’s Cube’s trifecta season. He 
has something for every demographic. TBS 
has ordered up 90 more episodes of Cube 
Productions’ “Are We There Yet?” the PG-rat- 
ed family comedy based on his popular film of 
2005. “Lottery Ticket,” PG-13 slapstick also 
featuring Terry Crews, Loretta Devine and 
Brandon T. Jackson, hits screens this week. “I 
Am the West,” his “cocky” CD (presumably 
not for youngsters), arrives in stores Sept. 24. 

Cube is one of a clutch of rap MCs, includ- 
ing Jay-Z, Dr. Dre and Diddy, who has built 
his own entertainment empire. 

“All of us have had to take a stand for our 
careers,” he said. Cube famously challenged 
N.W.A.’s manager when he demanded that 
his lawyer review a proposed contract. 

“Lots of guys tried to get me to sign without 
representation,” he said. “And when you alien- 
ate the people who were going to take advan- 
tage of you, you either learn the business or 
you don’t progress.”

“China stopped making movies about the 
Cultural Revolution as if they want to forget 
it,” said Joan Chen, the Chinese-born actress 
who plays the mother who gives up her son 
to be raised and trained by the state during 
China’s turbulent Cultural Revolution of the 
’60s and ’7os. “They don’t want to talk about 
it, and the young people don’t want to know 
about it.” 

In the film, which opens Friday, Li Cunxin 
(Chi Cao) comes to America in 1981. He has

“I’m terrible at so many things,” he 
said. “... I’m very disorganized. Every- 
thing’s straight in my head when I’m 
working, but when I’m not working, I 
can’t balance a checkbook. I can’t re- 
member phone numbers. I forget ap- 
pointments all the time.” 

He laughs when it’s suggested that 
maybe he needs a wife. He’s already 
enlisted two, he said, ruefully. And 
those divorces accounted for his 
toughest times. 

“Both of my wives changed the di- 
rection of my life,” Foley said. “I’m sin- 
gle right now. I’m three years into be- 
ing single this time; let’s see how long it 
lasts. I know comedy gets the girls. I'll 
just try not to keep any of them.” 

Foley has reunited with his col- 
leagues from the Kids in the Hall 
comedy troupe for a new eight-part 
series, “Kids in the Hall: Death

Comes to Town” on IFC beginning at 
9 p.m. Friday. 

There’s something about the chem- 
istry when they're working together, 
said Foley, who went on to co-star in 
“NewsRadio” and guest-starred on 
shows such as “Will and Grace,” “The 
New Adventures of Old Christine” and 
“In Plain Sight.” 

“T’ve gotten to work with a lot of 
great people—but nowhere do I have 


the same ease that I have with the oth- 
er Kids in the Hall.” 

Foley started as a stand-up comic 
when he was 17. Trying times included 
“all of my childhood. I was a shy kid 
and had not the greatest family situa- 
tion,” he said. 

When he encountered fellow come- 
dian Kevin McDonald, whom he would 
eventually team up with in “Kids in the 
Hall,” things started to change. 


“We met at an improv workshop at 
Second City. And after the first class we 
made each other laugh, and he asked 
me to join his improv,” Foley said. “And 
once I joined the improv team—which 
became the Kids in the Hall—and once 
I started working with Kevin I gave 
up stand-up pretty quickly after that. 
Sketch comedy was a lot more fun.” 

The group worked together for five 
years before it snagged its Canadian 
TV show that later was exported to 
the US. 

“We had a big following in Toron- 
to but there were a few years when 
we played to empty houses. We lost 
money,” he said. “We paid our bar tab 
and the rental on the room. We all had 
crappy jobs. ... Bruce [McCulloch] was 
the only one making money doing 
comedy.” 

Though the work is erratic, Foley, 
47, said he never considered quitting. 

“It’s really a fun way to make a living. 
There are a lot of other things I’d like 
to quit, but comedy isn’t one of them.”

Classically speaking, barbecue is all 
about meat—meat and that holy mar- 
riage of spices, heat and smoke. At his 
new West Rogers Park spot, chef-owner 
Jared Leonard favors the dry-marinated 
method (hence the name Rub), using 

a magical blend of 14 spices, and long, 
slow cooking. As one of the pillars of 
American cuisine, barbecue is idio- 
syncratic (even controversial!) and de- 
mands flexibility in pairing. 


Beer: Leonard notes that one classic 
barbecue pairing is beer from the cor- 
ner store. Conveniently, the corner store 
near Rub carries local favorite Goose 
Island 312 Urban Wheat Ale ($8.99 for a 
six-pack). The mild spice, sweet wheat 
tones and fruity finish common to sum- 
mery ales like 312 enhance barbecue’s 
complex blend without muting flavors. 


Wine: At Rub, each preparation, from 
the St. Louis-style ribs ($9.99 for a half 
slab) to the pulled chicken ($6.99 for a 
platter), reflects elements of the signa- 
ture spice blend. Despite the subtleties, 
remember that barbecuing is a robust 
preparation method 
that can handle big, 
bold wines. While Rub’s 
style of ‘cue tends to 
be slightly less sweet 
than more sauced- 
up versions, it’s still 
a good idea to stick 
with wines that are 
as sweet as the food 
| and avoid either 
| ultra-tannic or very 
dry, acidic reds 
like Bordeaux or 
Chianti. | recom- 
mend ajammy, 
fruit-forward 
California zin- 
fandel or an 
Australian shiraz. 
The best news? 
Either would pair just fine with the 
enormous, ice cream-topped chocolate 
chip “bar-b-cookie” Rub offers for des- 
sert ($6.99).
